New York, June 26.—(Special.)—Ed- 
ward Victor Gambier, cashier of the 
Merchants’ Exchange National bank, 
took the witness stand this afternoon 
before Supreme Court Justice Pendle- 
ton in the suit brought by his wife, 
Mrs. Edith Russell Gambier, for a 
separation on the ground of abandon- 
ment, in which Mr: Gambier enters 
counter suit for annulment. 
- He told of meeting her first in 1903, 
when she was stil] in school, and of 
subsequent meetings which finally 
caused him to propose in 1908. He was 
introduced to the young woman by her 
mother, whom he had met crossing the 
Pacific on a trip to Honolulu. 

Gambier said he did not begin to 
get really fond of his future wife until 
1908, and then asked her to take a 
wedding trip with him to Egypt. 


She Wrote “I Love You” on His Shirt." 


“She said no,” said Gambier, “but I 
thought that the fact that the proposal 
was made while we were dining in a 
restaurant may hae had something 
to do with her refusal. I was absolute- 
ly in love with her, and indirectly re- 
newed the offer subsequently; but 
finally gave her up altogether. Then a 
year later she wrote me and told me 
she had changed .her.mind.” 

Gambier testified that when he went 
to Atianta, in response to the young 
women’s letter saying she would marry 
in February, 1910, she met him at the 
station, and he kissed her there. Later, 
when they were alone at her home, 
they embraced, and she sat on his lap. 

He asked her to write something on 
his shirt bosom, that he could carry 
back home with him the next day, and 
she wrote, “I love you.” Except for 
her shirt-bosom message, he said, she 
told him nothing about love, then or 
later, and did not write such senti- 
ments again. 

She Was in Hurry for Ring. 

“I was supremely happy then,” said 
Gambier; “I bought her an engagement 
ring containing two diamonds, 1% 
karats each. She was in a hurry for 
them, and wanted me to send the ring 
by express, but I disliked to do so.” 

A letter written by Gambler, relat- 
ing to the ring, was read. It said: 

“So the boxes must be delayed to 
g0 down with the ring. That marks 
my willing bondage to you, even 
though you wear the badge. Do you 
know, my precious, that to send an 
engagement ring to one’s fiancee by 
express seems an awfully cold propo- 
eition—one that grows colder the more 
I think of it—and that I can't recon- 
cile myself to? All the sweet and 
loving sentiment that must needs be a 
part of the ceremony of the presenta- 
tion and placing of the ring on the 
fair lady's finger is absent.

But Munsey Bureau Got Insight

Washington, June 26.—(Special.)— 
Commissioner of Agriculture Thomas 
G. Hudson, of Georgia, has returned to 
Atlanta. 

The editorial] of The Americus Times- 
Recorder, practically announcing him 
in the race for governor in: the event 
of Governor-elect Smith's election to 
the senate, has put the gossips to talk- 
ing in Washington, and speculation 
here is rife as to the outcome of the 
senatorial contest. 

in summarizing the situation, J. C. 
Welliver, of the Munsey Newspaper 
Bureau, gives out a summary of what 
is generally attributed here to Com- 
missioner Hudson, who has been here, 
and who hae talked quite freely. That 
summary makes the claim of almost an 
even tie in the Georgia senate as be- 
tween Smith and anti-Smith, and holds 
the house “to be for Smith by from 45 
to 50 majority.”

The most important change made in 
the first resolutions was offered by

According to the plan adopted, the 
number of councilmen will be reduced 
frrm twenty to. ten,, the number of 
aldermen from ten to five members, 
and the menibership of department 
boards from twelve to five members. 

Council to Elect Board Members. 

The council will elect the board 
members and the mayor will be an 
ex-officio member of all boards. This 
was a change made in the report of 
the special committee under a resolu- 
tion offered by Alderman Candler.

SLEUTHS WANT TO-GET

Funk Is Man Who Told About 
$100,000 Being Raised to 


Elect Lorimer---Funk’s Evi-' 


dence About Detectives Is 
Considered=by the Probers 
in Executive Session. 


Washington, June 26.—Shadowed for 
weeks by detectives instructed to get 
anything possible against him was the 
alleged experience of which Clarence 
S. Funk, of Chicago, star witness in 
the present Lorimer investigation, com- 
plained’ today to the senate commit- 
tee inquiring into the Lorimer elec- 
tion, 

The statement produced a sensation, 
because the name of Edward Hines, 
whom Mr. Funk had testified had ask- 
ed him to contribute $10,000 toward 
“$100,000 used to put Lorimer over at 
Springfield,” was mentioned in con- 
nection with the services of the de- 
tectives. 

Four Detectives After Him. 

Mr. Funk declared that four detect- 
ives had followed him to Washington 
and two had watched him during 
luncheon today. One of them, he said, 
had been compelled to give his name 
and that of his employer when caught 
in a tight place. Mr. Funk declined 
to break his word to the detective and 
reveal his name. He said the employ- 
er was not Senator Lorimer. The com- 
mittee ended the day’s hearing by go- 


ing into executive session to consider} 


the situation. 

At the executive session Mr. Funk 
is said to have revealed the detective’s 
name and promised to produce him be- 
fore the. committee tomorrow, if pos- 
sible. The committee then took up a 
consideration of what steps to take to 
prevent detectives interfering with 
witnesses before the committee. 

Funk Told the Whole Story. 

Mr. Funk’s statement about the de- 
tectives came at the close of a long 
examination.on the witness stand. He 
retold the story he related to the Helm 
investigating committee in Illinois 
about how Mr. Hines is alleged to have 
asked him as general manager of the 
International Harvester Company to 
contribute $10,000 to the Lorimer fund. 
For hours attorneys and members of 
the committee had asked question after 
question of him about this conversa- 
tion, the report of which probably led 
to the present inVestigation of the Lor- 
imer election. The witness had de- 
scribed his personal relations to Sena- 
tor Lorimer, Mr. Hines and many 
others figuring in the case. 

Rather incidentally Mr. Funk §re- 
marked in answer to a question that 
his part in the case had bedh anything 
but pleasant, and that he had been 
promised more “unpleasantness.” 

“Promised more?” repeated Senator 
Jones. 

“Yes, over the telephone, 
anonymous communications 
threats have been made.” 

Then, in response to inquiries of Sen- 
ator Kenyon, Mr. Funk said he had 
been followed by detectives ever since 
he testified at Springfield before the 
Helms committee. 

Secured Name of the Detective. 

Mr. Funk told about the detectives 
following him to Washington ang 
about getting the name of one of them. 
He said the detective he had corfiered 
claimed to be employed by the Thiele 
Detective Agency in Chicago, and had 
been instructed to get anything he 
could on Mr. Funk He protested 
against being made to reveal the de- 
tective’s name, because “he seemed like 
a nice fellow, said he was not proud 
of what he was doing and had a family 
to guport.” To tell his name, Mr, 
Funk said, would mean his dismissal. 
“If you don't tell it all four will prob- 
ably lose their jobs,” suggested Sena-

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FIRST TRIP ON THE NEW LINE

Washington, June 26.—(Special.)— 
The senate today overwhelmingly voted 
down viva voce the Root amendment 
to the wood pulp and print paper sec- 
tion of the reciprocity bill. There was 
not-even a roll call. 

Chairman Penrose, of the finance 
committee,’ will tomorrow seek to fix 
July 24 as the date for a final. vote on 
the agreement and the following days 
for votes on wool and the free list. 
Though the democrats and regular re- 
publicans will agree to this, the pro- 
gressives will not. They intend to 
fight the agreement until a compre- 
hensive scheme of tariff. revision is 
carried out. 

At least that is their seman pur- 
pose. Senator La Follette said today 
that the debate would continue until 
the country was informed that the only 
way to get reciprocity was through a 
revision of all the important schedules 
of the existing law. He said he would 
not consent to the farmers. of. the 
northwest being: immolated for the 
benefit of the miller, the manufacturer, 
the railroads and the publishers. 

If Insurgents Begin to Obstruct. 

_ If the insurgents show a disposition 
to become ‘obstructionists and will 


neither ‘co-operate with the democrats

What Would Caucus Determine? 

The question arises in this connéc- 
tion, what woulg a caucus of the Hoke 
Smith members determine? 

Those who propose to vote for Gov- 
ernor Smith would insist on his nomi- 
mation by the caucus; those who are 
for other candidates would refuse to go 
into such a caucus, if they were to be 
bound by its action. Either they 
would not attend it, it is said, or they 
would withdraw if it became apparent 
that they were expected to abide- the 
result. 

The only thing, therefore, that such 
& caucus would determine. would, be 
just how many votes Governor Smith 
could count on. And as the governor's 
friends would scarcely like this fact 
to become public unless he had a ma- 
jority or more, it may be that instead 
ef a caucus the meeting, if hela at all, 
will be nothing niore than a friendly 
conference. 

Statement From Senator Shaw. 

Senator Emmett R. Shaw, of the 
eleventh district and editor of The 
Blade and Bludgeon, whose leading 
editorial last week was a declaration 
that Governor-elect Smith should serve 
as governor, and not be sent to the 
Senate, statds that, while he stands 
absolutely by the editorial, he requests 
The Constitution to say that the local 
reference to the effect that he was in 
Atlanta to “manage or conduct Cov- 
ington’s campaign” for the senate, and 
that he expected Covington to get a 
majority of votes, is in error. 

Senator Shaw gays: “My editorial ex- 
plains my situation exactly, but, as far 
as Mr. Covington is concerned, I have 


not seen him in weeks. I have no au- 
thority from him, even if I desired to 


do so, to take charge of his campaign. 
He never said to me that Smith had 
promised not to offer for the senate. I 
have given no interview on the subject 
other than contained in the statement 
of my editorial in The Blade and 
Biudgeon, and I.am sure that The 
Constitution will do me the justice to 
correct any impression that would 
place me in the attitude of managing 
Mr. Covington’s campaign.” 

The Constitution publishes Mr. Shaw’s 
statement with pleasure. The reference 
attributed to him in Sunday’s. paper 
was not based upon a direct statement 
from him, but, as stated in the article, 
upon the gossip of the lobby, that he 
was actively in the lead of Mr. Coving- 
ton’s campaign. It igs known that Sen- 
ator Shaw has been a warm supporter 
of Mr. Covington, but he modestly pre- 
fers not to be placed in the attitude of 
assumed leadership. 

Senator Shaw is one of the most 
active features in the Kimball house 
lobby, and has personally met nearly 
all of his legislative associates, among 
whom he is very popular. 

Terrell Opens Headquarters. 

Senator Joseph M. Terrell opened his 
headquarters in rooms 108 and 110 in 
the Kimball house Monday, and was 
busy practically all day meeting mem- 
bers of the legislature and discussing 
the situation with his friends among 
them. 

The senator appeared in exeellent 
health, and his friends around him ex- 
pressed confidence in his race. All day 
long his headquarters were thronged 
with ‘callers, and, it was stated, many 
gratifying assurances of support were 
brought him. 

Watson to Open Tuesday. 

Thomas E. Watson will open his 
headquarters in room 107 in the Kim- 
‘ball Tuesday morning. 

Friends of Governor Smith were dis- 
posed to scout the report that Mr. 
Watson controls any number of votes 
in the legislature, and freely made 
the assertion that he would cut no 
figure at all. 

On the other hand, the report be- 
comes more persistent that some twen- 
ty-five or thirty members are with Mr. 
Watson in his fight to secure a primary 
geo that “Old Man Peepul’ may «have 
the right to name the senator. 

Covington Is Coming, 

Judge W. A. Covington, of Moultrie, 
fs also expected Tuesday, though, &s 
far as can be ascertained, he has not 
yet engaged headquarters. It ig be- 
lieved, though, that he will be at the 
Kimball along with the rest, as that 
seems to be the storm center of the 
fight. ae 
Mr. McLendon has not yet appeared 
among the legistators, but is expected 
to get around within a day or two. 
There is a strong rumor that he is go- 
ing to be emphatically heard from, 
though just what he has up his sleeve 
has not yet been revealed. 

Belief in a Deadlock. 

The one firm and unvaryinge opinion 
about the senatorial race so far heard 
in the hotel lobbies is that there is 
going to be a deadlock. 

Nobody who has studied the situation 
for the purpose of acquiring accurate 
information has been able to figure out 
geo far that any candidate, announced 
or “receptive,” has enough votes to 
elect on the first ballot. 

This means complications which can, 
perhaps, only be settled by some sort 
of & combination. And combthations 
aré the talk of the day. 

The candidates themselves practical- 
ly all decline to talk. They are doing 
their talking just now to members of 
the house and senate. 

“Working en Bills,” 

“I am working on legislative bills,” 
was all Governor Smith had to say 
when questioned about the situation. 

The governor positively declined to 
discuss the senatorial situation or pol- 
ities of any kind. 

He has practically completed his in- 
augural address, which will be deliy- 
eread Saturday, and which will, in ef- 
fect, be his message to the legislature. 
It is understood he will not send in 
any other general message at the com- 
mencerient of his term outside of this 
address.

JUDGE PURSUES _ 
LABOR LEADERS 
Wright Seems to Be Anxious to 


Punish Gompers, Mitchell 
and Morrison. 


Americus, 


Washington, June 9¢6.—Justice Daniel 
T,. Wright, of the district supreme 
court, today issued 4 rule against 
Samuel Gompers, Frank Morrison and 


John Mitchell, the labor leaders, re- 
quiring them to show cause on July 1i 
why they should not be judged guilty 
of contempt of court. This action fol- 
owed the filing of the report of the 
special committee of attorneys appoint- 
ead by Justice Wright to inquire into 
matter of contempt proceedings in the 
Bucks Stove and Range boycott case. 

Mr. Gompers is president, Mr.  Mor- 
rison secretary and Mr. Mitchell a vice 
president of the American Federation 
of Labor. The contempt proceedings 
against the labor leaders recently weré 
passed upon by the United States su- 
preme court, which set aside jail sen- 
tences heretofore imposed by Justice 
Wright. The supreme court held that 
the contempt on which Justice Wright 
formerly passed was of a civil nature 
and against the Bucks and Range Com- 
pany. 

In dismissing the former proceed- 
ing, however, the supreme court gave 
to the gistrict court a right to reopen 
the case in the event that any contempt 
of the court itself or its orders should 
be found. 

Inasmuch as the stove company and 
the American Federation of Labor had 
adjusted theie differences, it was not 
supposed that the matter would be 
pursued further. But the day follow- 
ing the decision Justice Wright im- 
mediately ordered an investigation with 
a view of looking to further contempt 
action against the labor men. 

He appointeq a committee of three 
lawyers to iaquire into all the circum- 
stances of the case and to determine 
whether or not there had been a con- 
tempt of the court itself. This -com- 
mittee consisted of J. J. Darlington, 
Daniel Davenport and James M. Beck. 
Samuel Gompers, in a statement, at 
once questioned the fairness of an in- 
quiry by these gentlemen, inasmuch 
as they all had been associated as 
counsel for the stove company against 
the federation.

Washington, June 26.—Details of a 
great sugar war in the early nineties 
between Claus Spreckles in the west 
and Henry O. Havemeyer in the east, 
resulting in an alliance between those 
two sugar sovereigns, were related to- 
day to the sugar “trust” investigating 
committee of the house by John D. 
Spreckels, son oOf the Pacific sugar 
magnate, and president of the Western 
Sugar Refining Company, of Ban Fran- 
CISCO. 

“Wihen Claus Spreckels met Henry O, 
Havemeyer in that old sugar war,’ 
asked Kepresentative -Madison, of the 
witness, “it Was a contest of Greek 
against Greek, was it not?’ 

Mr. Spreckels 
during the sugar war, his father in- 
vaded the eastern territory and erect- 
ed a great cane sugar refinery in Phil- 
adelphia, That brought about the cul- 
mination of the fight. 

Havemeyer Threw Up Hands. 

“Who was the first of those two mas- 
ters to throw up his hands?’ Mr. Madi- 
son resumed, 

“il think it was Havemeyer,” said Mr. 
Spreckels. ‘“‘When we entered the east 
in that fight of course both father 
and Mr. Havemeyer realized they were 


losing money. They came to their 
senses, and, in short, came together.

It resulted in a consolidation of the 


of the Westerh Sugar Refining Company 
in California, which took over the 
American Stgar Refining Company 
plant and ‘our plant there. The Amer- 
ican plant in the west was closed down. 
Each side took a half interest in the 
new company. The entire Philadelphia 
Spreckels plant was eventually sold to 
the American Sugar Refining Company. 
That was, I think, in 1892.” 

“After that there was nevér any com- 
petition betwéen Spreckels and Have- 
meyer, was there?’ Mr. Madison in- 
quired. 

“No, but there has since been plenty 
of other competition.” 

Mr. Spreckels also described how Mr. 
Havemeyer became associated with 
them in 1897 in the Spreckels Beet 
Sugar Company in the erection of the 
largest beet sugar plant in the world, 

Agreement to Close Plant. 

He further related the history of an 

agreement in 1903 between the West- 
ern Sugar Refining Company with a 
rival concern, the California~-Hawailan 
Sugar Company, whereby. the plant of 
the latter was leased by the former 
and shut down for three-.years. Even- 
tually it was turned back to the orig- 
inal owners and is again a competitor. 
This transaction Mr. Spreckels said was 
not a violation of the Sherman anti- 
trust law. 
The witness said, in his opinion, free 
trade in sugar would ruin the beet 
Sugar business and he prophesied that 
with the tariff on sugar let alone, the 
state of California alone could furnish 
enough sugar from beets‘to supply the 
entire United States and to warrant 
the tariff protection of the industry. 

Mr. Spreckels said the American 


plants in the east and the formation, 


Sugar Refining Company did not have 
a monopoly of the sugar business of 
the country. 2 

“If their motive in coming to Cali- 
fornia was to monopolize the sugar 
business they did not succeed,’ Mr. 
Spreckles declared. 

Conscious of Competition. 
“Well, the American Sugar Refining 
Company, having half of your stock, 
are you conscious of competition with 
them in Missouri river territory?’ ask- 
ed Mr. Hinds. 

“Oh, yes,” was the reply. “We com- 
pete with their New Orleans and New 
York output in that territory.” 

“Well, does not the American Sugar 
Refining Company, owing half the 
stock of the Western Sugar Company, 
have a veto power in that company?” 
‘No; my brother, my son, our attor- 
ney and myself are on the board of 
directors and dominate the affairs of 
the company. They cannot veto us or 
put us out.” 

Interest ‘In the hearing was enliven- 
ed by the appearance of Joseph F.

Idaho Sugar Company, an alliance of 
the Mormons and the American Sugar 
Refining Company. The head of the 
Mormon church arrived in company 
with Bishop C. N. Nibley, business 
manager of the Mormon church, and 
Senator Reed Smoot, of Utah.

burhed in an exploBion followed by 
a disastrous fire in the..Port Arthur 
harbor and water front this morning. 
The loss is estimated late today at 
about $300,000. 

Captain Fran® Weber, of the barge 
Gumble, and & man who is as yet uni- 
dentified, lost their lives in the explo- 
sion aboard thé Gumble, Were the 
fire originated. 

The flames swept rapidly over small 
vessels belonging to the Texas compa- 
ny and spread to the large warehouses 
of that company. Thesé two, together 
with over 500 feet of wharf, were soon 
a mass of-ruins.

So 
he has prevailed upon the’ mentber-elect from Appling county to 
yield to him when the counties are called in alphabetical order for 
the introduction of new matter. He will then introduce a measure 
repealing this archaic and unjust provision, and it will occupy the 
place of vantage as the first general bill upon the house calendar. 
Mr. Holder’s known parliamentary ability and his sense of justice 
may be depended upon to keep it to the front until it has become 
a law. 

The general assembly should lose no time in repealing this 
survival of medievalism, especially since Georgia has taken the 
lead in so many other respects in placing women upon the same 
perraen of opportunity with men. With states all around us admit- 
ting women to the bar, as we do to the practice of medicine and 
all other professions, Georgia cannot afford to be marked up as 
subscribing, even by inadvertence, to a moth-eaten, old observance 
the plausibility of which has long ago been exploded. 
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PLANNING THE RIVERSIDE BOULEVARD.

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THE WORLD SHORT ON COTTON. 


A bulletin recently issued by the census bureau emphasizes 
what The Constitution has. upon several occasions pointed out: 
That the worlds stock of actual cotton is radically below its actual 
needs, and that even conceding a large output for the coming sea- 
son, good prices should prevail from, start to conclusion. 

The bulletin shows that even with the herculean efforts made 
elsewhere to cultivate cotton, the south still supplies two-thirds of 
civilization’s mill-takings. Conditions are also such, it is shown, 
that the situation is likely to remain unchanged. 

These gratifying reports do not lessen the necessity for south- 
ern farmers and business men keeping their powder dry and sub- 
stituting sensible for haphazard methods of cultivation and mar- 
keting. 

For instance, the south should pay more attention to seed se- 
lection and intensive cultivation, not forgetting diversification. 
The boll weevil will gradually force these conditions upon us, but 
it is folly to await a compulsion that cannot be otherwise than 
costly. 

Another reform that needs sharp attention is a systematic and 
not a helter-skelter marketing of the crop. Robert F. Maddox, 
Colonel Robert J. Lowry, W. S. Witham and other bankers have 
pointed out that it is time for southern financial interest, in self- 
preservation, to cooperate with the farmers in extending the mar- 
keting period over the consuming year. It is now, and very expen- | 
sively to all parties except the mill men, confined to about the first 
four months of the season. 


The sum total of the matter is that the south stil] controls the 
cotton supply of the world. But we must revise and “ginger up” 
our methods to retain a monopoly that is uniquely valuable in‘ciyjl- 
ization.

If the sheriff 
should ask for troops, basing his re- 
quest upon a fear that the situation 
was beyond his control, I would issue 
an order for as many as might be 
deemed necessary. If troops are to be 
used I believe in using enough to be 
effective.”’ 

It was stated in Atlanta Monday and 
was repeated frequently that before 
the sheriff left Monroe he and Judge 
Brand, of that circuit, had exchanged 
letters on the situation, The story had 
it that Sheriff Stark in a letter to 
Judge Brand had pictured the situa- 
tion as it appeared to him, and had 
put the requisition upon the governor 
for troops up to Judge Brand. Sheriff 
Stark, however, when asked about it 
declined to make answer further than 
to say he did not have with him any 
letters he had received from Judge 
Brand, neither did he have any letters 


or copies of letters he had written to 
_Judge Brand .

All doubt of his 
orthodoxy was dissipated after hearing 
this masterly address, which elicited 
unprecedénted applause and enthusi- 
asm. 

Some time ago a controversy arose 
in the Atlanta Baptist Ministers’ con- 
ference over inviting Dr. Clifford to 
this city for an address on account of 
his being supposedly a so-called “high- 
er critic.” Dr. White read before the 
conference a personal letter from Dr. 
Clifford, in which he denies being such 
a critic, but declared his faith in the 
j absolute inspiration of the scriptures. 

The conference indorsed a movement, 
under the direction of Rev. Mr. Fank-

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MRS. JAMES JOINES TELLS WHEN 
AND HOW TO PLANTSWEET PEAS 


Now that the sprimg garden is on 
the wane, and the woman intefested in 
her flower garden is beginning to sigh 
a parting to the flowers which have 
made the home fragrant and pretty 
during the spring months, there are 
many questions which arise, as to how 
the garden might have been improved 
on, how there might have been hardier 
plants, or fuller ones, and how the 


bloom longer, 

Of all the spring flowers it is agreed 
that the sweetpea gives the greatest 
Satisfaction. It can be raised in the 
largest quantities; is more varied in 
color, more fragrant and more adapta- 
ble to any kind of decoration. 

Although many Atlanta women have 
been successful in the pea raising, 
probably no one has had the success to 
last as long as has Mrs. James Joines, 
otf West End, who yesterday gathered 
several hundred beautiful sweetpeas in 
her pretty garden in West End. 

“It is no secret,” said Mrs. Joines, 
when asked how it happened she held 
on the longest to her sweetpeas. “I 
will tell you all there is to tell about 


“T have had three plantings of 
sweetpeas; the first the 15th of Novem- 
ber; the second, December 26; the last 
the 13th of February. 

“Strange to say, the peas planted the 
er are those still bloom- 


class of trdde to whom I cater is very 
keen in color perception, and much is 
accomplished by a proper graduation 
of colors, even as they stand in the 
shallow zinc containers in the cool cel- 
lar room, where they are put immedi- 
ately upon being picked. 

They are bunched thirty-five to fifty 
Sprays 60 as to get a uniform mass ef- 
fect. All the stems have to be cut full 
length and all crooked and twisted 
ones thrown out. The bunches are 
fastened up lightly at the ends of the 
Stalks by slipping over them a smal! 
rubber band. This allows the top to 
spread out freely and gives a graceful 
effect. 

It has been said that I have a secret 
in producing these flowers, but there 
is no secret, although my method of 
Planting the seed is contrary to all 
authorities, who say plant the seed an 
inch Or two apart, wherea3 I get the 
best. results from sowing the seed 
thickly. A furrow is opened and the 
seed thrown in by hand very profusely 
and covered 8 inches deep. Year after 
year this same practice has been fol- 
lowed on the same iand, and the re- 
sults are just as good as ever, as far 
as growth of vine Is concerned, 

When the tiny plants appear—and 
are a few inches high—draw a little 
more of the soil about them, doing this 
gradually as growth advances, until 
the surface of the ground is nearly 
level. By this means the cold spring 
winds are kept off, and the sun ad- 
mitted until the plants are large 
enough to withstand cold, and the

Interesting Experience of a New Eng- 
land Woman. 

It is interesting to note the story of 
a New England woman, Mrs. A. A. 


who has made a small fortune in the 
pretty fragrant flowers. 

She speaks from the standpoint of 
éighteen years’ experience, and a mag- 
azine article quotes her as saying: 

“Hitherto I had performed nearly all 
the actual work of hoeing, weeding,. 
transplanting seedings, etc., but the 
steadily increasing demand compelled 
me to plant the most of my ground 
with sweetpeas, until the last season 
I was obliged to employ twelve girls, 
as I had over an acre devoted to sweet- 
peas alone. They’are planted in par- 
allel rows, each row being backed by 
a netted wire fence 5 feet high, at- 
tached to cedar posts. Each row is 
planted exclusively with one variety 
and color, which makes it convenient 
to pick and bunch them in separate 
colors. At the height of the season this 
requires all of the time of these girls 
to pick, and nearly all of mine to 
bunch and arrange these flowers, And 
artistic bunching has been no small 


cess. From the first I have always 
grown named varieties in order to 


roots being deep in the soil, the plants 
do not suffer from the héat and drouth 
of summer. 

It is well to get seeds of the finest 
varieties if you wish the most satisfac- 
tory results and a plentiful succession 
of bloom. 

All years are not equally successful, 
owing to the incidental attacks of in- 
sects, such as plant lice and worms, 
and lastly occasional spells of rainy 
weather, which will cause a whole 
day’s picking to be thrown away be- 
cause they are spotted (for the sweet- 
peas must be picked every day in or- 
der to prevent the formation of seed). 

When the weather is favorable I 
always have a surplus of flowers and 
these are donated to the sick and poor 
in the hospitals and elsewhere. 

My garden has been likened unto 
the Garden of Eden and Paradise, many 
society women envying me and my 
Surroundings, but it is not all easy 
work; there are many long, back-ach- 
ing jobs during the wet days of spring 
and in the hot summer sun, which oft- 
en means soiled hands and clothes, to 
Say the very least. 

If there is any secret to my guccess 
it is keeping everlastingly at the 
smallest details of my business, trust- 
ing nothing wholly to others; and this 
will become monotonous ‘unless there 
glows within one’s heart something 
more than a passing fancy, and this 
really is the secret of success in any 
business. What some people would 
call “drudgery” is, as Orison Swett 
Marden has aptly said, “but another 
name for the gray angel which leads 
to success.”

It was unique in the history of wom-

SUMMER RECIPES. 


Golden egg salad, with rolls and but- 
ter and a glass of iced tea, makes a 
satisfactory luncheon. Hard cook eggs, 
remove shelis at once and, while still 
hot, press into apple shapes by holding 
between the first finger and thumb, 
pressing very gradually at first. Chill 
thoroughly and brush over with cold 
water, colored with fruit red, applying 
with a small camel’s-hair brush. In- 
sert whole cloves at blossom ends and 
stem with leaves at stem ends. Ar- 
range on beds of crisp lettuce leaves 
and serve with mayonnaise dressing, 
to which have been added (just before 
serving) two tablespoonfuls of finely 
chopped olives and one and. one-half 
tablespoonfuls of finely chopped 
pickles. This is a novel salad, as good 
to look at as to eat. 
omato mayonnaise is equally tasty 
with an egg salad. Bring one-half can 
tomatoes to the boiling point and let 
simmer until very thick, then rub 
through a sieve; there should be two 
tablespoonfuls of tomato puree, Add to 
a mayonnaise dressing with one-half 
tablespoonful each of capers, parsley, 
pickles and olives, finely chopped, 

The making of mayonnaise often 
troubles the inexperienced, while in 
reality, if the egg is fresh and cold, 
the ofl thoroughly chilled, and the 
work done quickly and deftly, the pro- 
cess is a very simple one. WBither a 
silver fork, wire whisk, small wooden 
spoon, or Dover egg-beater may be 
used in its preparation. Oil for the 
making of mayonnaise should be thor- 
oughfy chilled, ang the eggs should be 
fresh and cold. 

It is desirable, although not abso- 
lutely necessary, for bowl containing 
mixture to be placed in a jarger bow! 
of cracked ice or ice water. 

» Mix one-fourth teaspoonful of mus- 
tard, one-third teaspoonful of salt, one- 
fourth teaspoonful of powdered sugar 
and a few grains of eayenné, add yolk 
of one-half egg and stir until well 
blended, then add a few drops vine- 
gar; then add oil gradually at first, 
drop by drop, and stir constantly. As 
mixture thickens, thin with vinegar 
until that is used, then use lerhon 
juice. Add oil alternately with  vine- 
gar or lemon juice until three-fourths 
tablespoonful of lemon juice, one- 
fourth tabl nful of vinegar and 
one-third — ul of of] have been ysed. 
stirring or beating constantly. After 
the mixture is well thickened the oil 
sna be added in a slow, steady stream, 
while the beating is continued vigor- 
ously.

FRAUD 1S FOUND. 
N COAL CLAINS 


Government Closes the Door to 
the Cunningham Claimants 


Pinchot and Glavis Upheld and 
‘Ballinger Is Turned Down. 
Alleged That Cunningham 
Claimants Were Really Dum- 
mies for the Syndicate. 


Washington, June 26.—The famous 
Cunningham-Alaskan coal land claims, 
through which it has been alleged that 
the Morgan-Guggenheim syndicate had 
planned to extend their vast interests 


in Alaska, and to control one of the 
most valuable coal fields in the world, 
were today finally disallowed by the 
department of the interior. 

Secretary of the Interior Walter 
Fisher, having approved the depart- 
ment’s decision as handed down by 
Fred. Dennett, commissioner of the land 
office, the last door is believed to have 
been closed to the Cunningham claim- 
ants. Their attorneys have threatened 
an appeal to the United States supreme 
court, but such an appeal can be based 
only on some point of law involved, and 
not on the findings of fact as an- 
nounced by the department. 

The Cunningham claims have been 
in the public eye constantly for more 
than two years past. They brought 
about the Ballinger-Pinchot investiga- 
tion by congress and the dismissal 
from the public service of Chief Fores- 
ter Clifford Pinchot, Louis R. Glavis, a 
chief of field division in the land office, 
and several minor officials. 

Both Messrs. Pinchot and Glavis were 
dismissed for insubordination incident 
to their attacks on former Secretary 
Ballinger, whom they claimed was fa- 
vorably disposed toward the claims. 

* In announcing the decision of the de- 
partment today, Secretary Fisher, who 
succeeded Mr. Ballinger in March last, 
declared that new coal land laws are 
needed in Alaska if that territory is to 
be developed properly. In a statement, 
the secretary said: 

Statement by Secretary. 

“This is a final decision of the Cun- 
ningham claims so far as the depart- 
ment of the interior is concerned. Any 
further proceedings will be merely for- 
mal for the purpose of perfecting the 
record in case the claimants think there 
are questions of law which they desire 
to present to the courts. It is my un- 
derstanding that it is conceded that 
the findings upon the facts- by the de- 
partment are conclusive. 

“It is the intention of the department 
to proceed at once to a final determina- 
tion of all the remaining Alaskan coal 
claims so far as this can properly be 
done, denying those that should be de- 
nied and granting those that should be 
granted as rapidly as possible. 

“I do not believe the present laws 


‘applicable to coal lands in Alaska are 


wise or practicable laws. Nevertheless, 
the provisions must be enforced; first, 
because they are the law, and, second, 
because they afford the only protection 
the public welfare has against the 
abuses of monopoly and unrestricted 
private exploitation. I sincerely trust 
that those laws will be modified at the 
next session of congress, 89 as to per- 
mit the development of the Alaskan 
coal fields under provisions that will 
more adequately protect and promote 
the public interests. If, however, there 
are claims now pending which, under 
the existing law are entitled to patent, 
I. see no justification for not taking 
action upon them as promptly as the 
department can be assured that it is in 
possession of the facts upon which such 
action ultimately be taken.” 

Commissioner Dennett, in his decis- 
ion, holding the claims for cancellation 
on the ground of fraud, declares that 
each of the thirty-three entrie® was 
improperly allowed because of fatal de- 
fects apparent on their face. 
Government Charges HEstablished. 
He asserts that the government con- 
clusively established the charges 
brought against the claimants, and 
that there is no doubt that an agree- 
ment existed among them in violation, 
of law. 

The thirty-three claims involved 
amounted to an aggregate area of 6,250 
acres. The value of the land has been 
estimated high in the millions. The 
coal embraced in the claims is said to 
be among the finest in the world. 
Commissioner Dennett makes fre- 
quent reference to the work of Glavis 
in prosecuting the government’s case 
against the Cunningham claimants. He 
also refers at length to the negotia- 
tions between Cunningham and repre- 
sentatives of the Guggenheims, who 
were shown at the Ballinger-Pinchot 
hearing to have taken an option on 
these coal lands, which were to be 
worked in connection with the other 
exterisive Guggenheim interests in 
Alaska. 

The government charged against 
Cunningham and his associates that 
their entries of the coal land were 
made in pursuance of an understanding 
and agreement, entered into by all the 
claimants prior to location, to combine 
the several claims for the joint use and 
benefit of all. It was further claimed 
that the entries were made with the 
unlawful purpose that they should 
fmure to the use and benefit of an asso- 
ciation or corporation. 

ter reviewing all the facts brought 
out at the various trials and hearings 
in the cases, extending over a period of 
several years and including the final 
hearing recently attended by Secretary 
Fisher himself, Commissioner Dennett 
reached’ the conclusion that the claims 
had no legal standing, and ordered 
them cancelled. Secretary Fisher 
promptly .approved this finding, al- 
though to complete the record he must 
do so formally upon appeal to him. 

Among the Cunningham claimants 
are a number of the prominent men of 
the northwest. Commissioner Dennett 
refers to them as .having sufficient 
means to carry forward extensive coal. 
operations in Alaska. The various 
claimants were interested in the Alas- 
kan coal sitaution in 1902

‘Ballinger Makes Statement. 

Seattle, Wash., June 26.—Former 
Secretary of the Interior Richard A. 
Ballinger today gave the following 
signed statement to the Associated 
Press: 

“Many persons seem to be laboring 
under the erroneous impression that 
the recent decision of the commis- 
sioner of the general lang office in 
cancelling the Cunningham claims is a 
reversal of my official attitude toward 
these claims. 

“Since 1907 when I was commissioner 
of the general land office, these claims 
have been standing on my order of re- 
investigation. As secretary of the in- 
terior I took no action respecting these 
claims, -as they were under the control 
of Commissioner Dennett. 

“As to the present decision I am of 
the firm belief that there is no evi- 
dence that a court of justice would 
hold sufficient to warrant the denial 
of the patents. In other words, the 
decision of the commissioner is politi- 
cal and not judicial.”

ONE-MILLIONTH PATENT 
TO BE ISSUED IN AUGUST 


It Will Be Granted to an Amer- 
ican Peerneree by 
aft. 


Washington, June 26.—The United 
States government will issue its one 
millioneth patent for an invention on 
August 1, next, and the honor will go 
to an inventor who has been designated 
by President Taft. 
Commissioner of Patents 
Bruce Moore has been looking for some 
time to a celebration of the issuance 
of patent No. 1,000,000. It was hoped 
that this distinguished number should 
go to some epoch-making invention. 
Several weeks ago President Taft re- 
ceived a letter from an American in- 


‘ventor saying he. had perfected a de- 


vice which he intended to patent, and 
that he would like to have the honor 
of receiving No. 1,000,000. The presi- 
dent asked the commissioner to comply 
with the request if it was not incom- 
patible with the regulation of the of- 
fice.

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OLD CROP WEAK; 
NEW CROP STEADY 


Cotton Market Was Nervous 


and Irregular---Closed at 
Net Decline 


a ae 


New York, June 27.—The cotton mar- 
ket was nervous and unsettled today, 
with old crop positions weak, under 
liquidation, in the absence of bull sup- 
port, while new crop deliveries were 
steadied by trade buying and covering, 
with the market closing steady at a 
met decline of 17@28 points on near 
months, but only 2 to 4 points net 
lower on new crop positions. 

The opening was steady at a decline 
of 6 ints:to an advance of 4 points, 
and right after the call new crop posi- 
tions generally sold 3 or 4 points net 
higher on covering of shorts and re- 
ports of dry, hot weather in the west- 
ern belt over Sunday. The old crop, 
however, showed no disposition to im- 
prove, cables were indifferent and im- 
mediately following the western belt 
forecast, which suggested unsettled 
Weather, with showers in Oklahoma 
and Arkansas, new crop positions also 
turned easier. Around 13.03 for Octo- 
ber, the new crop months were steadied 
by tradé buying, and while the demand 
from spinners did not follow the mar- 
ket up the talk of large orders around 
the ring, just above l13c level, pro- 
moted covering enough to impart a 
génerally steady tone to the fall and 
Winter months during the later trad- 
ing. Private wires from New Orleans 
reported that one of the prominent 
southern bulls had taken up cotton on 
July contracts there, but there was 
continued liquidation of both rey and 
August here, presumably in anticipa- 
tion of the first July notice day next 
Friday, and during the afternoon July 
contracts broke to 14.38, or into new 
low ground for the movement, about 
27 points under the closing figures of 
Saturday, with the trade rather more 
disposed to credit the rumors that had 
been circulating on Saturday of a pri- 
vate settlement between leading inter- 
ests in the near months. Private crop 
advices from the eastern belt were 

enerally very favorable, but reports 
rom the western belt continued more 
or less conflicting.

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MANY: BUYING ORDERS 
STIMULATED STOCKS 


Strength Shown at Opening, 
- but Soon Many Gains 
Were Lost. 


New York, June 26.—The stock mar- 
ket was stimulated by a large volume 
of buying orders which had accumulat- 
ed over the week-end and trading was 
more active than for some time. An 
appearance of strength was imparted 
at the opening by rises of 1% in both 
Union Pacific and Southern Pacific and a 
point or less elsewhere through the 
list. Before trading was well under 
way, however, prices fell off quickly, 
cancelling many gains. During the 
remainder of the day the market was 
erratic and irregular. The specula- 
tive leaders showed the .effects of 
heavy pressure. 

Speculative sentiment reflected no 
change to which could be ascribed the 
reversal of the market’s position, nor 
were there developments of an unfav- 
orable character. The heaviness was 
attributed chiefly to realizing sales.

OATS LEAD ALL GRAIN 
IN UPWARD MOVEMENT 


Market Closed 13-4 to 21- 
Cents U er Grain 
~~ Follows. 


Chicago, June 26.—Largely on the 
strength of a big broad market in oats 
today every staple on the exchange 
closed at a net advance—wheat %@% 
to %c, corn 1%@1% to 1%c and pro- 
visions 2%@5 to 25c. Compared with 
48 hours previous, latest figures show- 
ed that oats had risen 1% to 2% @2%c 
a bushel. The chief cause was a pre- 
diction, by a crop expert, that the gov- 
ernment report next month would 
make a sensationally bullish exhibit. 

The excited ang higher market for 
oats came in the face of heavy rains 
throughout the states which usually 
produce the largest crops. There was 
remarkably active trading throughout 
the day and incessant reports of field 
damage due to hot. weather and 
drought. The yield in South Dakota 
was declared by one authority to be a 
total failure. Southwestern Minneso- 
ta appeared, also, to be badly scorched 
and northern Iowa injured to an ex- 
tent which would pull down averages 
elsewhere already lowered, as a result 
of various mishaps. Leading holders 
bid up the market from the start and 
forced shorts to cover. Notwithstend- 
ing that country dealers solg freely 
and that some longs unloaded on the 
swells, the flurry lasted right up to 
the close, which was within a shade of 
the top figures reached during the 
session. In the September option the 
range of the day was from 41% to 
43% @44, with last sales 2@2%c net 
higher at 43% flat. The wheat trade 
was relatively tame, but in the main 
firm. An advance at Liverpool oc- 
casioned by the smallness of the stock 
on hand there and by a decrease in 
the amount on ocean passage helped 
bolster prices, but the strength of 
coarse grain had an even greater bull- 
ish influence. Considerable figuring 
was also done in regard to harm that 
may yet come to North Dakota and 
Minnesota. September fluctuated be- 
tween 88% and 89144@89%, with the 
close firm %c up at 89% @89%. 

Corn traders paid chief attention to 
the hot weather southwest and to the 
upheaval in the oats crowd. Rural sell- 
ing was large, but was offset by a be- 
lief that a sudden falling off in that 
line is at hand. September’ varied 
from 57% to 59 ang closed firm at 58% 
and 59, a net gain of 1% @1%. 

Provisions parted company with the 
hog market for the time being and ral- 
lied in sympathy with the cereals at 
the end of the day, pork was 17% to 
25c more costly and other products 
dearer by 2%c to a dime.

“MAGAZINE TRUST” 
WILL BE ATTACKED 


The Government to Bring Suit 
Agianst Periodical Publish- 


ers’ Association. 


Washington, June 26.—A civil antli- 
trust suit against the Periodical Pub- 
lishers’ Association, commonly called 
the “Magazine Trust,” will be filed 
in the United States court at New 
York sometime tomorrow unless the 
present plans of the department of 
justice are changed. 

The government’s suit is the result 
of a six months’ investigation. It 
has been represented to the depart- 
ment of justice that the defendant 
association practically controls dis- 
tribution of magazines and other pe- 
riodicals through what is known to 
the jobbers and the trade as a “clear- 
ing house.” It is said that dealers 
who have not charged the prices pre- 
scribed by the clearing house have 
been discriminated against. 

The bill was completed today and 
the understanding is that United 
States District Attorney Wise. will file 
it tomorrow.
